regions of Mesopotamia are being re- 
stored to productivity, for which this 
region was celebrated In Biblical clays. 
This is disclosed In official dispatches | 
received at Washington from' Bagdad. 
Under Turkish rule In some places 
nothing was produced. 


The British authorities, to save a 


large part of the population from star- 
vation and to provide work, Immedi- 
ately set about, ns soon us the Turks 
were driven out, to construct canals 
for irrigation and to encourage the 
population to plan for the next har- 
vest. An Arabian labor corps was or- 
ganized locally nnd three Indian labor 
corps were employed. 


As n result a new Irrigation canal 


has been opened at Mansarlch, sev- 
enty miles northeast of Bagdad on the 
Dlfthi river, by which 800,000 acres 
already are being irrigated.

PREUMINARY WORK BEGUN ON 


SAN DIMAS FLOOD CONTROL DAM 


Tnitinl work on tho flnnd control 


operations fcr which the county voted 
four nnd a hnlf million dollars at the 
last election, was started this week in 
Run Dimas canyon, when n. er-.-w of 
engineers was sent out liy the county 
supervisors, tho purpose being to find 
the depth to which it \vill be necessary 
to excavate to find bod rock on which 
tn build the immense dam for the con- 
servation of the -winter rains in the 
mountains. 


It is proposed by means of this dam 


and reservoir to control storm water* 
by impounding and distributing them 
ayain during the dry season for irri- 
gation. 
The control or regulation of 


flood waters 
at 
this location > should 


fto reduce floods that they may be con- 
fined to their regular .ch'annel in the 
valley betew by reducing the flow of 
the San Gabriel during the peak flood 
time, and later in the year increasing 
the low water flow. 


The area of (he water surface of 


the reservoir when full will be about. 
GO acres; a surface area of 10 acres, 
'and n volume of 325 acre feet will 
remain after tho water has been drawn 
off to the elevation of the outlet gates. 
When full it will be nearly'a mile in 
length and average one-tenth of a mile 


i«n width. 


The drainage area into this proposed 


reservoir is approximately 15.70 square 
miles of mountainous territory. 
The 


peak of the flood as estimated in 1914 
was 2500 cubic feet per square mile 
of watershed. 


The greatest distance from the dam 


is about seven miles. 


It is proposed to use a Cyclopean 


'concrete gravity arch typo dam. which 
necessitates a top length of 27 feet 
and arched plan to a radius of 400 feet, 
the top width to be .13 feet base, width 
106' feet, and height above stream bed 
of'125 feet. 
It is probable that part 


of native granite can be used in its 
construction.

into solid granite to insure complete 
cut off to underflow.

DAT/TON CANYOX RESERVOIR. 


In a resolution adopted by the board 


of supervisors last week the flood con- 
trol plans were changed to permit the 
construction of check dams and a reser- 
voir in the Big Dalton canyon near 
QJondorn. 
This action wns taken nt 


the request of San Gabriel valley ranch- 
ers, who declared that the impounding* 
of the waters would be of immense 
value to that, section. 


The original plan provided for the 


appropriation of .$100,000 for the Big 
Dalton branch of 
the 
San 
Gabriel 


river, to be used for piling and weirs 
to control the waters after they left 
the canyon. The resolution just adopted 
provides that $50,000 shall be expended 
for dams and reservoirs. 


Supervisor McClellan said that this 


change would mean the impounding in 
the reservoir of 45 inches of water a 
year per acre. 
Engineers have esti- 


mated tho value of impounded water 
to be $1000 an inch per year, so that 
the change in plan, the supervisors 
said, will benefit the San Gabriel grow- 
ers to the extent of $45,000 yearly. 


On the same basis, Chairman Dodge 


said, the Devil's Gate dam in the 
Arroyo Seco will bo an unset worth 
$200,00 a year. 


The supervisors also voted ro spend 


$1500 for storm drains in Altadena to 
taken care of the outflow from Kubio 
canyon.
